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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 27-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Wohlstadter et al. (USP 6,066,448), Douglas et al. (USP 5,872,713 or 6,162,639) or 
Inbar (6,096,268). 

Wohlstadter et al. teach a fluidic test device having capillary micro fluidic guides 
that communicate the sample with a polymeric substrate. The substrate has a specific 
pattern of reagents that has been read on the claimed "binder". Column 27 lines 38+ 
describe the optical aspects of the invention. 

The Douglas et al. references teach a device for collecting blood though a guide 
that for subsequent glucose testing. The taught guide is identical to that claimed. 

Inbar teaches a blood glucose testing device having a fluid input aperture(20) 
that has been read on the claimed fluid guide.
